Two of them, "Precious Bane” and "Come to 
Earth," are two of the most remarkable novels I have ever read, and yet, 
in the words of an admirer and enthusiast over her works, we have this 
sentence: "Every book was published by a different firm and every one 
was a failure!" Failure, of course, only in point of sales and immediate 
appreciation! And yet for sheer beauty and understanding of the good 
earth—its flowers, its dumb inhabitants, its ever intriguing and mystical 
loveliness ct lorin and substance. Mary Webb certainly makes every one 
of her readers feel that thus is a good world. 
And who can read W. H Hudson. John Galsworthy, Richard Jeffries 
or John Muir without loving life and the opportunity to drink in its beau­ 
ty—which la free, and which is everywhere? 
"Sir,” raid Dr Johnson, "to seize the good that is within our reach 
is the great art of life.” And what a wealth of good within our reach! 
John Burroughs calls to mind, in his “Wake-Robin.” how little we 
realise the number of birds, in variety, which are our yearly visitors. He 
tells of counting 40 different varieties in a hemlock wood near his home 
rn New York. 
That was something like 75 years ago. but there seems to 
be no diminishing of these friends that come to us from all sections of 
this part of the world. And, as their concei t starts just about at dawn and 
repeats at about dusk, in renewed manner does the thought come home 
again: Its a good world! 
We live in the world that we think we are in. 
Its a good world if 
we put good thoughts into and drink of its free beauty.
